David, I am managing the monument review process for the Secretary's office. I believe we 
met during the initial weeks of the effort, while discussions were underway within the CIO's 
office on approval of the DiscoverText system for reviewing public comments. 

The process is concluded from the public comment standpoint, and there are somewhat over 
100,000 comments that were mailed into the Department temporarily stored in room 5013. 
All of these comments have been uploaded into the regulations.gov site, appropriately 
reviewed, and are available for public inspection from that site. 

Gabe Lohn of SOL and Nicholas Banco of the FOIA office have examined these and agree 
they should be disposed of by the Secretary's records officer - who I am advised is yourself - 
in accordance with applicable procedures. 

The room in which they are located is in the process of being occupied, and I have been told 
the space is needed. The comments are in large brown boxes on the floor. 

As a reminder, these comments are not part of any regulatory process, but were voluntarily 
requested by the Secretary as part of his review of National Monuments. 

Jennifer Stevenson, who sits in the interior office immediately past the boxes of comments, 
is the contact person for their removal.
